You  purge  the  mass  out  ol 
which  a  future  generation  is  to  be  formed, 
and  prepare  elements  for  a  better  state  of 
society ;  but  tlie  power  of  doing  more  than 
this  is  given  you,  and  the  very  possibility 
of  influencing  the  felicity  of  a  spirit  of  man 
never  to  lose  it3  being  or  its  consciousness, 
is  animating,  and  ouj^it  to  arouse  your  en- 
ergy  and  give  perseverance  to  its  applica¬ 
tion.

Your  Reports  contain  affecting  accounts 
of  the  pious  and  hopeful  deaths  of  many  of 
your  children  of  different  ages.  You  liave 
witJiessed  in  them  a  perfect  patience,  an  ar¬ 
dent  love  of  the  Saviour,  a  sirungaiul  cheer- j 
fill  faith  in  his  mercy.  You  have  commen-j 
ded  tiiein  with  sure  and  certain  liopc,  in 
tlieir  last  momenfs,  to  him  who,  in  heaven 
;!S  on  earth,  had  said,  “  Suifer  the  little  chil¬ 
dren  to  come  luito  me,  and  forbid  tlieyu  not ; 
for  verify  Isay  nut  j  yon  that  their  spirits 
do  alicnys  behold  the  face  of  their  Father 
which  is  in  heavend^  This  is  the  lofty  pri/.e 
for  which  you  run,  and  this  is  the  honors 
which  Goil  someiijuesputs  upon}  our  “  work 
of  failh  and  labor  of  love. 

I^'inally,  you  are  eiicoui*aged  by  a  decla¬ 
ration  in  the  text,  the  import  of  which  ma¬ 
ny  of  you,  i  am  sure,  will  di:ly  appreciate. 
iVhosoever  receiveth  one  of  such  children 
in  my  name,  kkcliveth  me.  To  receive 
cliiidren  to  instruct  t'.jem  merely  in  hinnan 
learning,  w’ould  n»t  certainly  be  receiving 
them  in  his  name.  That  imjilics  mucli 
more.  But  when  you  receive  them  to  in¬ 
struct  in  his  re)<rion,  to  lead  them  to  him  as 
your  haviour,  ifTtrain  them  up  in  Ids  nur¬ 
ture  and  admonition,  you  receive  them  in 
his  name;  and  in  so  doing  you  “  receive 
him.’!  lie  will  not  be  unmiiulful  of  your 
pious  cares  for  those  he  loves.  You  “  area 
blessin^''^  to  them,  and  the  action  will  reci¬ 
procate,  shall  be  blessed'' — you  shall 

receive  him, you  shall  be  Ids  care;  **  your 
seed  shall  be  blecsed  upon  earth  ;  and  your 
horn  shall  he  eccalt  with  honoF'  ln  his  ciiur- 
clicfe’.  Go,  tlieii,  v.dth  rudoublod  zeal  to 


your  §reat  work.,  Extend  your  institutions, 
and  biml'them  anew  to  the  altars  of  your 
God,  by  wldcli  only  they  can  be  sanctified. 
Convey  light  and  blessing  into  families  yet 
dark  and  wretched ;  and  seek  the  sheep 
w  hich  are  yet  in  the  wilderness.  The  bles¬ 
sing  of  God  be  upon  your  work.*  May  it 
prosper  in  your  hands.  May  you  save  souls 
iVom  death,  and  prevent  or  cover  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  sins.  Take  with  you  our  wishes, 
our  earnest  prayers  ;  and  take  what  is  moru 
important  to  you  than  these,  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  the  text,  “  fVhosoever  shall  receive 
one  of  such  children  in  wy  name  receiveth 
me,  and  he  that  receiveth  me  receiveth  not  me 
only,  but  him  that  sent  inc.”

K.vtr  acted  from  Dwi!^lifs  Theology. 

No  reputation,  no  w  isdom,  nor  hardly  a- 
ny  w  orth,  will  secure  a  man  against  drunk¬ 
enness.  This  sin  is  found  in  the  cottage, 
and  the  palace ;  in  the  study  of  the  philos¬ 
opher,  and  in  the  sacreil  desk ;  in  the  hall 
of  the  council,  and  on  the  bench  of  justice: 
and  contrary  to  what  would  seem  the  dic¬ 
tates  of  nature,  as  well  as  delicacy,  in  the 
female  sex  ;  even  in  instances,  wdiere  dis-^ 
liiiction,  understanding,  amiableness,  anti 
refinement,  would  appear  to  forbid  even 
the  suspicion.  In  mb>t,  if  not  all  of  these 
cases,  tlie  evil  creeps  inseiisibly  on  the  niir  * 
hajipy  subject ;  and  overcomes  him  before 
he  is  aw  are.  A  prime  object  to  be  here  re¬ 
garded,  is  therefore  to  keep  the  danger  at- 
irays  before  our  eyes.^  c  arc  ever  to  feel 
that  we  ourselves  ai‘c  in  danger;  and  to 
consider  a  liabitual  ami  lively  dread*  of  it 
as  our  liest  safety.  ^Ve  are  to  form,  also, 
vigoious  and  standing  resolutions,  that  wc 
will  not  be  overcoine.  These  we  are  inva¬ 
riably  to  loim  in  tiie  fear  of  God;  witli  a 
solemn  recollection  of  liis  presence;  with  a 
humble  dependence  on  Him  to  bless  us  ; 
and  with  fei  vent  supjilicalioiis  of  his  bles¬ 
sing.  To  strengthen  our  resolutions,  ami 
keej)  our  fears  awake,  we  are  to  mark  the 
miseiable  victims  'of  the  sin  w  ith  anxiety 
and  tenor;  to  regard  the  siu  itself  as  the 
hi^furay  to  iltdi!  and  to  realize,  ti;at  in 
yield  lug  to  it  we  seal  our  own  reproba- 
lion.

S.  'riiat  we  will  encourage  uribaptized

“  [  have  I'Csided  in  this  State  i)ut 
a  few  weeks,  and  am  the  only  Presbyterian 
minister  in  lllinbis.  'Fhns  I  stand  alone, 
in  a  state  containina:  not  less  fhan  seventy 
thousand  inhabitants ;  and  the  influx  from 
other  parts  of  the  country  is  perhaps,  with¬ 
out  a  parallel.  This  state  has  most  impe¬ 
rious  claim.s  on  New-Vork  for  assistance, 
as  (he  latter  is  transplanting  some  of  her 
most  valued  sons  to  this  wilderness.  Ha¬ 
ving  travelled  over  much  of.this  state,  1  am 
satisfled  there  are  more  emigrants  Irom  the 
state  of  New-Vork  than  any  other.  Anoth¬ 
er  missionary  from  the  N.  V.  Society  is  cv- 
^'ry  day  expected  iicre;  I  long  for  his  arri¬ 
val.  The  Missouri  Territory  is  the  princi- 
jnil  iield  of  my  labors,  and  there  I  have 
spent  the  most  of  mv  (ime  since  I  have  been 
in  the  employ  of  the  Society,  whicli  is  now 
nearly  a  year.  As  it  respects  the  interest 
of  Zion,  in  this  Territory,  1  can  only  say, 
a  dark  cloud  is  suspended  ;  a  few  rays  only 
break  througli — these  revive  the  soul  and 
keep  it  from  sinking.
